Hereas in the firſt year ofour late Queen Eli- 
zabetþ there was one Uniform Order of Com- 
mon Service and Prayer, and of the Admini- 
ſtration of Sacraments, Rites and Ceremonies 
in the Church of England ( agreeable to the 
Word of God, and uſage in the Primitive 
Church ) compiled by the Reverend Biſhops 
and Clergy ſet forth in one Book, Enticuled, The Book of Com- 
2non Prayer and Adminiſtration of Sacraments, and other 
Rites and Ceremonies in the Church of England, and enjoyned 
to be uſed by AR of Parliament, holden in the ſaid Firſt year 
of the ſaid late Queen, Entituled, A AH forthe Uniformi- 
ty of Common Praycr, and Scyvice in the Church, and Admini- 

ſtration of the Sacrament:, very comfortable to all good peo- 
ple deſirousts live in Chriſtian coaverſation, and moſt profi- 
cable ro the Eſtate of this Realm, upon the which the Mercy, 

Favour, and Bleſfling of Almighty God is in no wiſe ſo readily 
and plentifully poured, as by Common Prayers, due uſing of 
the >acraments, and often Preaching of the Goſpel, with 
devotion of the hearers: And yet this notwithſtanding , a 
great number of people in divers parts of this Realm, follow- 
ing their own ſenſuality, and living without knowledge and 
due fear of God,do wilfuily and Schiſmatically abſtain,and re- 
fuſe to come to their Pariſh Churches and other Publick pla- 
ces where Common Prayer, Adminiſtration of the Sacra- 
ments,and Preaching of the Word of God is uſed upon the 
Sundays and other days ordained andappointed tobe kept and 
obſerved as Holy days: And whereas by the great and ſcan- 
dalous negle@ of Miniſters in the ſaid Order,or Liturgy ſo ſet 
forth and enjoyaed as aforeſaid, great miſchiefs, and incon- 
veniences, during the times of the late unhappy troubles, 
have ariien and grown; and many people have been led 
into FaRtions and Schiſms, to the great decay and ſcandal 
of theRe'ormed Religion of the Church of England, and to 
the hazard of many ſouls : for prevention whereof intime to 
come, for (erling the Peace of the Church, and for allaying 
the preſent diſtempers, which the indiſpoſition of the time 
hath contracted, The Kings Majelty ( according to His De- 
claration of the five and twentieth. of OFeber One thouſand 
fix hundred and lixty) granted His Commilſlion under the 
great Seal of England, to leveral Biſhops and other Divines 
to review the Book of Common Prayer, and to prepare ſuch 
Alterations and Additions, as they thonzht fir to offer ; And 
afterwards the Convocations of both the Provinces of Canter- 
bury and York, being by His Majeſty called and affembled 
( and now hitting ) His Majeſty hath been pleaſed to Autho- 
rize and require the Prefidents of the ſaid Convocations, and 
other the Biſhops and Clergy ot the ſame, to review the {aid 
Book of Common Prayer,and the Book of the Form and man- 
ner of the. Making and Conſecrating of Biſhops, Prieſts and 
Deacons ; And that after mature conſideration, they ſhould 
make ſuck Additions and Alterations in the ſaid Books re- 
ſpectively, as to them {hould ſeem meet and convenient 3 
And ſhould exhibit and preſent the ſame to His Majeſty in 
writing, for His further allowance or confirmation , fire 
wu tme, upon full and ma-ure deliberation, they the ſaid 
Prefidents, Bilhops, and Clergy of both Provinces have ac- 
cordingly reviewed the ſaid Books, and have made ſome Al- 
terations which they think fit to be inſerted tothe ſame and 
ſome Additional Prayers tothe ſaid Book of Common Prayer, 
to be uſed upon roper and emergent occaſions ;z and have ex- 
hibited and preſented the ſame unto His Majeſty in writing , 
in ON? Book, Entituled, The Book of Common Prayer , and 
Admin;ftration of the Sacraments, and other Rites and Cere- 
monies of the Chu'ch , according to the uſe of the Church of 
England, together with the P ſa'ter, or Pſalms of David, Point - 

ed a5 they are to be ſung or ſaid in Churches; and the Form 
tg manner of Making, Ordaining, aud Conſccrating of Biſhops, 


Prieſts, and Deacons ? All which His Majeſty hrving duſy 
confidered hath tully approved and allowed the ſame, and re- 
commended to this preſ:nr Parliament, that the ſaid Bcok of 
Common Prayer, and of the Fo:m cf Ordination 2nd Corſe. 
cration of Biſhops, Prieſts, and Deacons, w th the Alterat'ons 
and Additions, which have been {> made and preſented to 
H1s Majeſty by the ſaid Convocations, be the Book. wh'ch 
ſhall be appointed to be uſ:d by all tha: offictate in all Ca- 
thedral and Collegiate Churches and Chappels, and in all 
Chappels of Colledges and Hall» in both the Univei ities, and 
the Colledges of Eaton and Wincheſter, and in all Pariſh 
Churches and Chappels within the Kingdom of England, Do- 
minion of Wales, and Town of Berwick upon Tweed, and by 
all that Make, or Conſecrate Biſhops, Prieſts, oe Deac'ns 1n 
any of the ſa1d Places, under ſuch SznAions and Penalties as 
the Houſes of Parliament ſhall think fic ; Now in regard thar 
nothing conduceth more to the ſetling of the Peace of this

Provided nevertheleſs, That this A@ ſhall not extend to the 
Univerfity-Churches in the Univerſities of this Realm, or ei- 
ther of them,when or at ſuch rimes as any Sermon 6r LeQure 
is Preached or Read in the ſame Churches, or any of them, 
for, or as the Publick Univerfity-Sermon or LeGure; but that 
the ſame Sermons and LeRures may be Preached or Read in 
ſuch ſort and manner as the ſame have been heretofore 
Preached or Read; This AQ, or any thing herein contained to 
the contrary thereof in any wiſe notwithſtanding, 

And be it further EnaRed by the Authority aforeſaid, That 

the ſeveral good Laws,and Statutes of chis Realm,which have 
been formerly made, and are now in force for the.Unitormity 
of Prayer and Admiviſtration of the Sacraments within this 
Realm of England, and places aforeſaid, {hall ſtand in full 
force and ſtrength to all intents and purpoſes whatſoever, for 
the eſtabliſhing and confirming of the ſaid Book ; Entituled, 
The Book of Common Prayer, and Adminiſtration of the Sacra- 
ments, and other Rites and Ceremonies of the Church, according 
79 the uſe of the Church of England 5 regether with the Pſalter, 
or Pſalms of David, Pointed as they are to be ſung or ſaid in 
Charches ; and the form or manner of M a+inz, Ordaining, and 
Conſecrating of Biſhops, Prieſts, and Deacons ; herein before 
mentioned to be joyned ard annexed to this AR; ard ſhall be 
applied, praGiſed, and pur in ure for the puniſhing of all of- 
fences contrary to the {aid Laws, with relation to the Book 
aforeſaid, and no other, 

Provided always, and be it further EnaQed by the Authori- 
ty aforeſaid, That in all thoſe Prayers,Litanies, and Collecs, 
which do any way relate tothe King, -, or Royal Pro- 
geny, the Names be altered and changed from time to time, 
and fitred to the preſent occaſion, according to the direQion 
of lawfull Authority, 

Pe&vided alſo, andbe it EnaRed by the Authority afore- 
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{aid, That a true Printed Copy of the ſaid Book, Entituled, 
The Bookof Common Prazer and Adminiſtration of the Sq- 
craments, and other Rites and Ceremonies of tbe Church, ac- 
cording to the uſe of the Church of England z t:gether with the 
Pſalter,or Pſalms of David, Pointed as they are to be ſung or ſaid 


in Churches; and the form and manner of Mahizg, Ordain-, 


ing, and Conſecrating of Biſhops, Prieſts, and Deacons; ſhall 
at the colts and charges,of the Hs nd of every Pariſh- 
Church, and Chappelry, Cathedral Church , Colledge and 
Hall, be- accained and gotten before the Feaſt-day of Saint 
Bartholomew, in the year of our Lord, One thouſand fix 
hundred fixty and twog upon pain of forfeiture of Three 
pounds by the moneth, for ſo long time as they ſhall then af er 
be unprovided ' thereof, by every Pariſh, or Chappelry, 
Camo Church , Colledge , and Hall , making defaulr 
erein, 

Provided always, and be it Ena&ed by the Authority a- 
foreſaid, That the Biſhops of Hereford, Saint Davids, Aſaph, 
Bangor, and Landaff, and their Succefſours ſhall take ſuch 
order among themſelves, for the fouls health, of the 
Flocks committed to their Charge within wales, That the 
Book hereunto annexed be cruly and exaftly Tranſlated in- 
to th: Brittiſh or Welſh Tongue, andrthat the ſame ſovranſe 
lated and being by them, or any three of them at leaſt 
viewed, peruled, and allowed, be Imprinted, to ſuch num- 
ber at leaſt, ſo that one of the ſaid Books ſo tranſlated 
and Imprinted, may be had for every Cathedrz1,Collegiate, 
and Pariſh Church, and Chappel of Eaſe in the ſaid reſpe-

Provided alſo, That the Book of Common Prayer, and Admi- 
niſtration of the Sacran.c.its and other R:ites and Ceremenies of 
this Church of Exgland, tozether with the Form and Manner 
of Ordaining, and Conſecrat'nz Biſhops, Prieſts,and Deacons 
heretofore in uſe, andreſpefively eſtablifh:d by AR of Par- 
liament in the Firſt and Eighth years of Q Elizabeth, hill be 
ſtill uſed and obſerved in th: Church of "England, untill the 
feaſt of S. Bartbolomew, which ſhall be in the year of our 
Lord God, One chouſand fix hundred ſixty and two, 
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»# T hath beex the Wiſdom of the Church of England, ever ſince the firſt compiling of her Publick Liturgy, to hetp the 

A Aean between the two Extreams of 109 much RF. aeſ refuſing, and of 100 much eaſineſs in admitting any varia- 
tion from it, For,as on the one ſide Conmon Experience ſheweth that where a ehange hath been made of things ad- 
viſealy eftabliſhed ( no evident nece ſity ſo requiring ) ſundry inconveviencies have therexpon enſued ; and: thoſe 
many times more,and greater then the evils that w-re mended to be remedied by ſuch change: $0 on the other ſide the 
particular Forms of Divine Wo:ſhip, aud the Rites, and Ceremonies appomted 10 be uſed therein, being things in 
their 01 nature indifferent, and alterable, and ſo achnowledged, it is but reaſonable, that npon weighty and impor- 
fant conſrderations, according 10 the various exigency of rimtes ard occaſions, ſuch changes and alterations ſhould be made therein, as to 
thoſe that are in place of Amhority ſhould from time 10 time em either neceſſry or expedient. Accordingly we find,that in the Reigns 
of ſeveral Princes of bleſſed memory ſince the Reformation, the Church ufou Juſt and weighty conſiderations her thereunto moving hatb 
Neelded 10 mate ſich alterations in ſome particulars as im their reſpeFiive t1mes were thought convenient: yet 0, as that the main Body 
end Effentials of it ( as well the chiefcſt materia's, as.jn the frame and order thereof ) have ſtill continued the ſame unto this day, 
and do yet ftand firm and unſha;en, no:wihſtanding ak tbe va attempts and imperuoys aſſaults made againſt it by ſuch men as are 
Evenye change, and have always 4: Tovercd a greater regard 10 their own private fancies and intereſts , then ro that daty they owe t8 
tbepublick, | 

By wy undue means, and for what miſchievows purpoſes the uſe of the Liturgy (though injoyned by the Laws of the Land, and 
thoſe Laws never yet repealed ) came, during the late unhappy confu ſrons, to be diſcontinued, 35 100 well known 10 the world, andowe 
are not willing bere to remember. Bat when upon His M ajeſties happy Reſtaur ation :t ſeemed probable, that, among ft other things,the 
ſe of tbe Liturgy alſo would return of coxrſe ( the ſame having never beex legally aboliſhed ) znleſs ſome timely means were #/ed to 
prevent it;thoſe mer who under the late uſurped powers had made it a great part of thezr ba finef to render the people diſiſſeRed there. 
xn, ſaw themſelves in point of repmation and intereſt concerned (unicf} they would freely acknowledge themſelves to have erred, which 
Such men are very bard!y brought 18 do)with their utmoſt endeavours to hinder the re 11108 thereof. In order whercunts divers Pamphlets 
were pxbliſhed againſt the Book of Common Prayer the old Objettions muſtered up , with the Addition of ſome new ones more then 
formerly had been made, 16 make the namber ſwell. In fine great impo-tunutes were uſed to His Sacred Majeſty, that the ſaid Book 
might be Reviſed, aud ſuch Alterations therein, and Additions thereun10 made, as ſhould be thought requiſrte fr the eaſ” of tendey 
Conſciences: Whereunts His Majeſty ont of His piows Inclination to give ſatifaFion ( ſo far as could be reaſonably expetied ) to all 
His Su: jeFts of what perſwaſion ſoever, did gracionſly condeſcend. 

In which Review we have endeavoured to obſerve the like Maderation , as we find 10 have been uſed in the like caſe in former times | 
And therefore of the ſundry Alterations propoſed unto us we have rejetted all ſuch #5 were either of dangerous conſequence ( as ſecretly 
ftri-ing at ſome eſtabliſhed Dofrine,or laudable Praiſe of the Church of England, or indeed of the whole Catholick Church of Chriſt ) or 
elſe of no conſequence at all, but utterly frivolous ani vain, But ſach Alterations as were tendred to us ( by what per ſons ,,2inder what 
pretences, or to what purpoſe ſoever ſo trend: ed ) as ſeemed 10 us in arty degree requiſite or expedient , we bave willingly of 011 own 
accord aſſented unto © Not enforced ſo to do by any ſtrength of Argument, convincing us of the zece ſfity of mabing the ſaid Alterations: 
For we are fully perſwaded in our judgements (and we bere prefeſs it to the world ) that the Book , as it ſtood before effabliſbed by 
lew, doth xt contain: in it any thing contrary 10 the Word of God, or to ſound DoFtrine , or which a godly man may not with a good 
conſcience uſe and ſubmit unto or wrich is not fairly defenſible againſt any that ſhall oppoſe the ſame ; if #u ſhall be allowed ſuch juft 
end favourable conftrafion as in Commoz Equity ongbt to be allewed 0 all Hamane Writings , eſpecially ſnch as are ſet forth 
ty Author ity axd even 10 the very belt Tranſlations of the koly Scripture it ſelf. 

Our general aim therefore in 1his eur undertaking was 701 to gratifie this or that party in any thetr unreaſona'le demands ; but 

20 do that, which to ouy beſt underſtanding we conceived might mot tend to the preſervation of Peace and Uniny in the Church ; the 
procuring of reverence and exciting of Piety,and devotion in the Publick Worſhip of G-d ; and the cutting off occaſion from them that 
Seeccaſion of cavil,or quarrel againſt the Liturgy of the Church, 4nd as 10 the ſeveral variations from the former Book , whether by 
A tron gaddition,or otberwiſe,it ſha'l ſuffice 10 give this general account, That mcſt of the Alterations were made , cither firſt, for 
the better direffion of them that are to officiatezin atty part of divine Service, which is chiefly done in 1be Kalendars and Rubricks * 
Or ſecondly, for the more proper exprefsmg of ſome words or phraſes of ancient uſage in terms more ſuitable to the laxguage of the pre. 
ſent times, and the clearer explanation of ſome other werds and phraſes,that were enher of doubrfull ſrgnification , or otherwiſe liable to 
ni: confiratt 07 + Or thirdly,for a more perfett rendriug of ſuch portions of holy Scripture,as are inſerted into the Liturgy 3 which in 
#hbe Epiſtles and Goſpels eſpecially, and in ſundry other places are now ordered 10 be read according 19 the laſt Tranſlation ; and that 
it was thought coxvenient,that ſome Prayers ard Thanh ſgivings fined 10 ſpecial occaſions, ſhould be added m their dne places ; particu- 
larly for thoſe at ſeaztogetber with an office for the Bap1iſm of ſuch as are of riper years ; which , ailthough not ſo neceſſary when ihe 
former Book was compiled yet by the growth of Anabapriſm through the Mcentiouſneſs of the late rimes crept in amongſt us , is now be- 
ceme nece fary, and may be always uſefull for the Baptizing of Natives in our Plantations , axd others converted to the Faith Jf any 
maz.who (hall deſire a more particular account of the ſeveral Alterations in any part of the Liturgy, ſhall take the pains 10 compare 
be preſext Book with the ſormer ; we doubt not but the reaſon of rhe change may eaſily appear, 

And baving tbus endeauoured to diſebarge our duties in this weighty affair,as im the fight of God and to approve our ſincerity theye- 
an { ſo far as layin ws ) to the conſciences of all men ; althongh we know u impoſſible (im ſuch variety of apprebenſions,bumours,and 
anrereſts as are i the world )to p.eaſe all z nor can expeft that men of ſaftious,peeviſh,aud perverſe ſpirits ſyguld be ſatisfied with azy 
thing that can be done in this hind by «ny 01ber then themſelves : Tet we have good hope,that what i4 here preſented and hath beex 
by the Convocations of both Provinces with great diligen-e examined and approved,will be alſo well accepted and approved by al ſober, 
peaceable,and iruly conſcientious ſons of the Cunrch of England, 
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Here was never any thing by the witof man ſo well deviſed, or ſo ſure eſtabliſhed, which, in continnance of time, hath 

not been corrupted : As among other things, it may plainly appear by the Common Prayeis in the Church, commonly 
called Divine Service, The firſt original and ground whereof, it a man would ſearch our by the ancient Fathers, he ſhall find, 
that the ſame was not ordained, but of a good purpoſe, and for a great advancement of godlineſs, For they ſo ordered the 
matter, that all the whol= Bible ( or the greateſt partihereof ) ſhould be read over onceevery year ; intending theieby, 
that the Clergy, and eſpecially ſuch as were Miniſters in the Congregation, ſhould ( by often reading, and meditation in 
Gods Word ) be ſtirred up to godlineſs -hemielves, ard be more able to exhort others by wholeſom dofrine, and to cr n- 
fute them thar were Adverſaries tothe tru: hz and furcher, thatthe people ( by daily hearing of holy Sc:ipturz read in che 
Church ) might continually profic mo:e and more in the knowledge of God,and be the more inflamed with the love of his. 
true Relizion, 

But theſe many years paſſed, this godly and decent Order of the ancient Fathers hath been ſo altered, broken, and n:gle- 
Qed, by plan: ing in uncertain Stories, and Legends, with mulcitude of Reſponds, Verſes, vain Repe:itions, Commemora- 
tions, and Synodals ; that commonly, when any Book of the Bible was b:gun, after three or four Cha pters were read outs 
211 the reſt were unread, And in this ſort the Book of 1/aiah was begun in Advent, and the Book of Geneſts in Septuageſima;z 
but they were onely begun, and never read through : Af.er like ſort were other Books of holy Scriprure uſed, And moreover, 
whereas S, Paul would have ſuch l:nguage ſpoken to the people inthe Church, as they might underſtand, and have profit by 
hearing the ſame 3 The Service in this Church of England theſe many years, hath been read in Latine:othe people, wh ch 
they underſtand not ; ſo that they have heard with cheir ears onely, and their heart, ſpirit, and mind have net been edificd 
thereby, And furthermore, notwithſtanding that the ancient Fathers have divided the Pſalms into ſeven Portions, whereof 
£very one was called a Nofzrn : Now of luetime, a few of them have been daily ſaid,and the ret u:terly omitted. Moreover, 
the number and hardneſs of the Rules called the Pie, and the manifold changings of the Service was the cauſe, tha: to turn 
the Book onely was ſo hard and intricate a matter, that many times there was more tufineſs io find out what thould be read, 
then to read it when it was found out, | 

Theſe inconveniences therefore conſidered, here is ſet forth ſuch an Order, whereby the ſame {hall b* r2drefſed, And for 2 
readineſs in this matter, here,js drawn out a Kal:ndar for that purpoſe, which is plain and ealie to be uncderitood 3 whercin ( (0 
much as way be ) the reading cf holy Scripture is ſo ſct forth, chat all things ſhall be dene in order, without breaking one 
piece from another. For this cauſe be cut off Anthems, Reſponds, Invitatories, and ſuch like things as 61d break the continual 
courſe of the reading of the Scriprure, ; 

Yer, becauſe there is no remedy, but that of neceſſity there muſt be ſome Rules ; therefore certain Rules are here ſer forti: ; 
which, as they are few in number ſo they ate plain and eafic to be underſtood, So that here you have an Order for Prayer,and 
for the Reading ofthe holy Scripture, much agreeable to the mind and purpoſe of the old Fathers, and a great deal more profi- 
table and commodious, then that which of late was uſcd, Ic is more Jonny becauſe hare arc lef: ou: many things, where- 
of ſome are untrue, ſome uncertain, ſome vain and ſuperfticious; ard nothing 15 ordained to be read, but the very pure Word 
of God, the holy Scriptures, or that which is agreeable to the ſame 3 and that in ſuch a language and ordcr,zs is molt eafie and 

lain for the underfianding both of the readers and hearers, Ir is alſo more commodious, both for the ſhortneſs thereof, and 
or the plainneſs of the Order, and for that the Rules be few ard caſie. : : | 

And whereas herctofore th:re hath been great diverſity in ſaying and finging in Churches w'thin this Realm ; ſome following 
Salisbury Uſe ,lome Hereford uſe,and ſome the Uſe of Bargor, ſame of Xork,iome of Lincolazrow from her.ceforth all the whole 
Realm ſhall have bur one Uſe. : : . 

And foraſmuch as nothing can be ſo plainly ſct forth, but doubts may ariſe in the uſe and praiſe of the ſame; to appeaſe all 
ſuch diverſity ( if any ariſe ) and for the reſolution of all doubrs, concerning the manner how to underſtand, do, and execure 
the things contained in this Book ; the parties that ſo doubt,or diverſly take any thing, ſhall alway reſort to the Bithop of 
the Dioceſs, who by his diſcretion ſhall take order for the quieting and appcaſing of the ſame ; ſo that the ſame order be nor 
contrary to any thing contained inthis Book, And if che Biſhop of the Diocels be in doubr, then he may ſend for the reſolu- 

tion thereof tothe Archbiſhop, 
Hough it be appointed, That all things ſhall beread and ſung in the Church in the Engliſh tongue, 19 the end, that the Congregation 
may be thereby edified ; yet it is not meant, but when men ſay Morzing and Evening Þ: ayer privately, they may ſay the ſame 
in any language that they themſelves do underſtand, 

And all Prieſts axd Deacons are 10 ſay daily the Morning and Evening Prayer, either privately or openly, not being let by fickneſy 
or ſome 9ther urgent canſe, 

And the Cnrate that mitiſtreth in every Pariſh-Church or Chappel, being at home, and xot being otherwiſe reaſonably hindred, ſhall 
Say the ſame in the Pariſh- Church or Chappel where he miniſtreth, and ſhall cauſe a Bell to be tolled therexunto a convenient time before he 

begin, that the people may corne 20 hear Gods Word, and to pray with him, 
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TOf CERE MONIE S, why ſome be aboliſhed and ſome retained.

have been deviſed by man, yet it is thought good to reſerve them till, as well for a decent order in the Church ( for the which 
they were firſt deviſed) as becauſe they pertain to cdification, whereunto all things done inthe Church ( asthe Apoſtle teach- 
eth ) ought to be referred, | 
And although the keeping or omitting of a Ceremony, in it ſc1fconſidered, is but a-ſmali thing ; yet the wilfull and contem< 
ptuous tranſpreſſion and breaking of. a-common order and d:{cipline, is no ſmall cfferce: before God. Ler. a/t things be done g-

from a piece of the leaſt of their Ceremonies, they be ſo addiQed co their old cuſtoms z and again on the other fide, ſome be 
ſo new-fangled,that they would innovate all chings,and ſ» deipiſe the old, that nothing can like them, but that is new: It was 
thought expedient not ſo much to have reſpeR how to pleaſe and ſatisfie either of theſe parties,as howto pleaſe God,and pro- 
fr them boch. And yet leſt any man ſhould be offended,whom good reaſon might ſatisfic,here be certain cauſes rendred, why 
ſome of the accuſtomed Ceremonies be put away, and ſome retained and kept (till, 

Some are put away, becauſe the great exceſs and multitude of them bath ſo increa'ed in theſe latter days, that the 
burden of them was intolerable ; whereof Saint Augufiine in his time complained, that they were grown to ſuch a number that 
the etiate of Chriſtian people was in worſe caſe concerning chat matter, than were the Jews, And he counſelled, that ſuch 
yoke and burden thould be taken awayzas time would ſerve quietly todo ir, But what would S. Anuguflixe have ſaid, If he had 
feen the Ceremonies of late days uſed among us ; whereunto the mulricude uſed in his time was not to be compared? This 
eur exceſſive multicude of Ceremonies was ſo great, and many of them ſo dark that they did more confound: and darken , 
than declare and ſer forth. Chriſts benefits unto us. And befides this, Chrifts Goſpel is nr a Ceremonial Law ( as much of 
Aofes Law was ) but it is a Religion to ſerve God, not in bondage of the figure or thadow, but in the freedom of the ſpirit 3 
betig content onely with thoſe Ceremonies which do terve ro a dec:nt Ocder, and godly Diſcipline, and ſuch as be apr 
© tir vp the dull mind of man tothe remembrance of his duty to God, by ſome notable and ſpecial fiznification , whereby be 
might be edificd., Furthermore, the moſt weighty cauie of the abo/iſh nent of certain Ceremonies was, That they were ſo 
Er abuſed, purtly by the ſup:rſtitious blindneſs of the rude and unearned, and partly by the unſatiable avarice cf ſach as 
fought more thiir own lacre, than the glory of God, that the abuſes could not well be taken away, the thing remain= 
ing ill. 

Sur now as concerning thoſe perſons , which peradventure will be offended , for that ſome of the old Ceremonies are re- 
eained {till : If they conſider, that without ſome Ceremonies it is not poſlible to keep any Order, or quiet Diſcipline in 
the Church,they 1hal! eafily perceive juſt cauſe ro reform their judgements, And it they think much, that any of the old do 
remain, and would rather have all deviſed anew: Then ſuch men granting ſome Ceremonies convenient to be had , ſurely 
where the old may be well uſed,. there they cannot reaſonably reprove the old onely for their age, without bewraying of 
their own folly. For in ſuch a caſe they ought rather to have reverence unto them tor their antiquity, if they will declare 
themſelves to be more ſtudious of unity and concord, than of innova:ions and ne-tangleneſs, which ( as much as may be 
with true ſetting forth of Chriſts Religion ) 15 always to be eſchewed, Furthermore , ſuch ſhall have no juſt cauſe with 
the ceremonies reſerved to be offended. For as thoſe are taken away which were moſt abuted , and did burden mens con- 
fciences without any cauſe; ſo the other that remain, are retained for a Diſcipline and Order , which ( upon juſt cauſes ) 
may be altered and changed-, and therefore are ngt to. be eſteemed equal with Gods Law. And moreover, they be 
neither dark nor dumb Ceremonies, bur are {ſo ſet forth, that every man may underitand what they do mean, and to what 
uſe they do ſerve. So thar it is not like thar they in time ro come {houtd be abuſed as other have been. Andin theſe our doings. 
we condemn no other Nations, nor preſcribe any thing but to our own people onely :. For we think it convenient, that 
every Countrey ſhould uſe ſuch Ceremonies as they thall think beſt to the ſetting forth of Gods honour, and glory, and to the 
reducing of the people to a moſt perfeR and godly living , without errour or ſuperftition ; and that they ſhould put away 
ether things, which from time to time they perceive tobe molt abuſed, as in mens ordinances it often chanceth diverſly in:

| Foraſmuch as all mortal mcn be ſubjef to many ſudden perils, diſeaſes and fickneſſes, and ever uncert1in 
what time they ſhall depart out of this life ; therefore to the intent they may be always in 4 readineſs to die 
whenſocver it ſhall pleaſe almighty God to call them, the Curates ſhatl diligently from time to time (but 
eſpectully in the time of pcſtilence, or other inſetious ſikneſs ) exhort their Pariſhioners to the often recet= 
ving of the holy Communion of the Boly and Bloud of our $4viour Chriſft,when it fhall be publickly admi- 
niſtred in the Church;that ſo doing, they may in caſe of ſudden viſitation, have the leſs cauſe to be diſquict= 
ed for lack of the ſame. But if the ſick perſon be nst able to come to the Church,and yes i dt firous to receive 
the Communion inhis houſe ; then he muſt give timely notice tothe Citrate, ſignifying alſo how many there 
are to communicate with 1im (which ſhatk be three, or two at the leaſt) and having 4 convenient place 
in the ſick mans houſe, with all things neceſſary ſoprepared, that the Curaie may reverently miniſter, he 
ſhall there celebrate the boly Communion; beginning with the Colle, Epijtle and Goſpel here following.
